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From Fees to Salaries 


In presentments returned at the close 
of the last term of the Polk County Su- 
perior Court, the Grand Jury recommend- 
ed that the county switch from fees to 
salaries in paying its officials. 

The same jury suggested, too, that the 
offices of Tax Collector and Tax Receiver 
be combined into the one office of Tax 
Commissioner. 

Both recommendations were made in 
the interest of “sound economy in the oper- 
ation of the county government.” 

The proposed changes are in keeping 
with what we believe to be good county 
government. 

The fee system dates back to the time 
when counties were less populous, when 
business at the county offices did no more 
than take a man a living. 

In those counties which have grown 
rapidly in population, action at the court- 
house has become so brisk as to make some 
offices yield the holder a return far out 
of proportion to the nature of the job. 

Cash that should go into the public till 
goes instead to make for private gain. 


Besides that, the fee system is open to 
misuse and abuse with some county offi- 
cers becoming mere fee-grabbers instead 
of public servants. 


There seems no really good reason to 
retain the two offices of Tax Receiver and 
Tax Collector. Why should a citizen have 
to make his tax return in one place and 
pay his taxes in another? 

Merging of the two tax offices has been 
constitutional in Georgia since 1924. Since 
then, 70 counties have consolidated the two 
offices with a considerable savings in each 
case. 

In general, the framework of our 
county government is antiquated and wob- 
bly and needs to be streamlined with the 
times. 

Financia] administration in the county 
has long been loose and weak. 

With revenue hard to raise, the demand 
for services up and the cost of rendering 
those services up, too, taxpayers in more 
and more counties are going to urge 
changes like those proposed in Polk.

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The Battle of the Currencies Begins 


Britain’s devaluation of the pound sterling was less an act of the will than a decree by fate. 


But in bowing to the decree the British Government naturally sought to gain all the advantages which | 
come from the sudden cheapening of the currency. Especial] 


“dollar countries,’ which means principally the United States. 


Some of Britain’s neighbors, notably France, 
have vehemently expressed the feeling that de- 
valuation, to the extent it has been carried by 
the British, was not necessary. They argue that 
the pound sterling might have been pegged at a 
much higher figure, say $3.30, instead of $2.80. 
That the lower figure was selected indicates tv 
them that Britain is trying to get an unfair ac 
vantage in the American market. 


After all, for almost every commodity 
which Britain hopes to sell here in increasing 
amounts there is a French counterpart, espe- 
cially in the luxury lines. French brandy, 
wines, fine textiles, leather goods, ceramics. 
glassware and other things, too, are in direct 
competition with British products. The more 
dollars the British manage to corral, the 
fewer there will be for France. 


That is one reason why the French—who com- 
plain that they were not consulted in advance by 
London—have sharply devalued the franc and, 
in addition, are redoubling their efforts to bring 
about a currency union with Italy, Belgium and 
the Netherlands and perhaps other Western Euro- 
pean countries, Joint action, they figure, may be 
more effective in countering the British threat. 

Similar currency wars threaten in other parts 
of the world. For instance, India followed the 
British lead and devalued her currency in propor- 
tion. But Pakistan, India’s interlacing neighbor, 
has so far refused to do so. The significance of 
this is not immediately obvious, perhaps, but it 
can be understood. 

India, of course, is the chief source of the 
world’s burlap. Indeed, the hope of stimulating 
increased sales of burlap in this country was one 


of the arguments in favor of devaluation. But 
jute, from which burlap is manufactured is grown 
not in India but in Pakistan and now must be 
paid for in high-priced Pakistan rupees. Thus, 
by not following suit, Pakistan forces India to pay 
more for her raw materials and so garners at least 
part of the profits which India and the whole 
sterling area hoped to get out of devaluation. 


Such maneuvers, however justifiable, do little 
for international good will. Indeed, it is fair to 
say that some of the effect of the Strasbourg 
conference, which sought the economic and per- 
haps, ultimately, the political union of Western 
Europe, has already been neutralized by the 
round of devaluations. The relations between 
India and Pakistan, already rendered delicate by 
the persistence of a dozen unsolved problems, are 
exacerbated by the new development. 


Presumably, Sir Stafford Cripps and the 
members of the British Government which 
made the decision to devalue the pound and 
reap the temporary benefits thereof, foresaw 
some of the repercussions which are now be- 
coming manifest. But we wonder whether 
any economist, or indeed any statesman, had 
the wisdom to foresee all the results, good 
sr bad, of this piece of monetary legerde- 
main.

—And Then He Backed Away | 


WASHINGTON—To one layman, whose reactions must be the same as those of 


millions of others in this country and the world, it seemed that our Secretary of | 


State, Dean Acheson, missed a splendid opportunity in his speech to the new ses- 
sion of the United Nations General Assembly last week in New York to rise above 
the mechanical routine of diplomacy. As expected, his speech was what the dra- 


matic critics call “adequate.” 


It was polished, logical, with the usual sharp brilliance and cold sort | 


of eloquence; in short, in the best diplomatic tradition. Conciliatory and hopeful in tone, it yet prop- 
erly fixed responsibility on Russia’s obstinacy for much of the trouble in the world today. 


But how much more he might have said, how 
great an influence he might have wielded among 
people all over the world at this favorable mo- 
ment, he indicated in his few brief and suggestive, 
if cautious, departures from the role of lawyer 
representing one of the clients there, the United 
States. 


He warily edged up to it toward the end of his ° 


address. He had catalogued carefully, with nota- 
tions as to our policy, the still-unsolved special 
problems among nations all over the world. He 
had recalled again the basic unsettled issues of 
international security that have so harassed the 
United Nations, international control of atomic 
bombs and general disarmament, in which Russia 
has been the chief obstacle. Then he said: 


“In the final analysis, the security prob- 
lem is a universal problem. It cannot be 
solved except on a universal basis, through 
the United Nations.” 


There he put the UN in its proper function 
and perspective. 

And again, in his conclusion: r 

“The public interest of the world community 
demands that we get on with our tusiness.” 

Is it extremely naive and too much to ask if 
he could not have seized this very propitious how 
when peace again seems to be fluttering its wings. 
when a more friendly spirit appears to be abroad 
in the UN Assembly, and go on boldly from these 
premises? Go on to put up squarely to our 
world parliament, and in words that would arouse 
and stir people everywhere, the need for the next 
step. That would be to strengthen the UN. into a 
really effective universal organization imple 
mented to cope with the problems of the “world 
community.” 

He stepped right up to it—then backed away 
And this is the hour, and ours is the voice that 
counts so much in the world. We have tremen-. 
dous power, material and spiritual, and great 
moral iffluencé; Yet we seem very timid about 
using thém.”’ ; : 


It does not seem enough to excuse this failure 
by pointing out that our State Department pre- 
sented some months ago to the UN Assembly 
proposals for strengthening of the UN embodied 
in a Senate-approved resolution sponsored by Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, Republican, Michigan. It does 
not seem sufficient that this went through what 
the State Department calls “channels.” So much 
gets lost in “channels,” diplomatic “channels.” 


, This is another day and a new and fresh 
occasion. What we need is a voice, some- 
body to tell it all again to our people and the 
people of the world, somebody to call bluntly 
for action. The people are told too little 
about these things. Sometimes it seems that 
our leaders get so involved in details, sit so 
close to the picture, that they lose sight of 
the big need of which plain human beings 
are conscious. How conscious they are is 
shown by the numerous resolutions in Con- 
gress advocating that we push forward to the 
next step of a real world federation. 


To the Secretary of State’s credit, he did point 
out a means—a technique—by which the UN 
Assembly, itself, could be used more effectivel\ 
in solution of recurring troublesome problem: 
ixplaining that the four major nations interestex 
in the Italian colonies had agreed in advance t 
accept the Assemby’s recommendations on thi: 
problem, he said that this method of a prior agree 
ment to abide by similar decisions, not only by) 
the Assembly but also by the Security Council 
and the International Court of Justice, “might 
well assist the settlement of various other politi. 
cal problems.” He recalled that it was the Assem- 
bly, itself, on its own initiative, that worked out 
this method, which suggests that other devices of 
this sort might be utilized. | | 


That, at least, is a beginning.

The 


tax collector tgkes most of this away from him. And what has he got left?

been worrying about these quizzes, and trying to explain the milk business to the lawgivers, for 40 


years. This has done his health no good. 


The sandy-haired Von Bomel, who does a 


billion-dollar-a-year business as President of the 
National Dairy Products Corporation of New 
York, was no Mr. Milquetoast when the current 
crop of senators called him in to tell the old story. 


Serator Guy M. Gillette, of Iowa and 
Company, of the Agriculture Subcommittee 
wanted to know—to put it bluntly—why Von 
Bomel charged 20 cents:a quart for milk that 
cost him eight. He said the firm made so 
little money on milk that it had to branch out 
into assorted other business, including vita- 
mins, glue and vinegar. And still it earned 
less than three percent profit on sales. The 
senators thought maybe some of the salaries 
he paid were too high. And by the way, they 
asked, what did the No. 1 milkman earn? 


“I get $150,000 a year, sir,” replied Von Bomel. 
“And my take-home pay is» $40,000. When tax 
rates were lower I actually earned more money 
when I got only $60,000 a year as President of 
Sheffield Farms, our New York milk subsidiary.” 

Senator Milton R. Young, of North Dakota, 
suggested that he still wasn’t doing so poorly. 

“No, I am not,” the boss milkman replied. 
“You senators don‘t earn so much in money, but 
you make up for it in prestige. And I am a 
slave to 67,000 stockholders and I’ve got stomach 
ulcers because of it.” 


He sipped from a glass of ice water. I still 
say it should have been milk. The prospect of 
ulcers didn’t bother Sen. Young.

a United States senator?” he inquired. 
“Yes, sir,’ Von Bomel replied. “Some of 
’em.”’ . 

“Well, I know about cows,” the Senator said. 
“If I am defeated next year, could you give me 
a job?” 

Tne milkman said he always could use a good 
man, but before taking on Sen. Young he’d like 
to look over his accomplishments. The Senator 
changed the subject. 

He said that the Corporation earned $26,000,- 
000 profits last year and that he thought it could 
cut the price of milk a little. Von Bomel said 
his profits on milk were far too low and he could 
prove it. In fact, he thought he already had.

How could the housewife get cheaper milk? 


The first milkman said one way was for 
her to buy it in the grocery instead of having 
it delivered to her kitchen. That would save 
her about three cents a quart. 


“Why, I personally send my servant to the 
store to buy my own milk,” Von Bomel said. 

“That’s the difference between us,” sighed 
Sen. G. “You send your servant after your milk. 
I go out to the barn and milk a cow.” 

“I hope you don’t drink raw milk, sir,” replied 
Von Bomel. 

“Not while it’s warm,” the Senator said. °

Some Get Disqusted and Quit 


NEW YORK—During the recent commotion over the British financial mess, there occurred in 
one of the letters, pro and con, written by Englishmen,-a frank and startling statement that the writer 


no longer felt loyal to his country. He did not enlarge on that. 
To be sure, many of them did leave home to settle in the colonies and the United States. 


The English are strongly patriotic. 
But those 


who went to the colonies remained under the flag and patriotic to the flag and the empire, and 
some of those who became citizens of this country remained, at heart, Englishmen for a long time. 
I do not solicit argument, but do suggest that the Englishman’s love of homeland was stronger than 


the Italian’s or the German’s or the Pole’s. 


People cut loose from their native countries 
‘The Continental 


only for very strong reasons. 
European countries, except France, whose people 
for some reason unknown to me are conspicuous 
homebodies, sent us great migrations which are 
sometimes described as the wretched refuse of 
their teeming shores. I1 never cared much for 
that figure’ of speech. They had been over- 
crowded and a few appear to have left in pro- 
test against ill-treatment. The poetic motive 
often is carelessly attributed to all of them, al- 
though the fact is pointed out by the Hon. John 
C. Knox, a senior judge of the United States 
courts, that the commonest reason was a fair 
and quite respectable desire of the individual 
to live a more abundant material life. 


It has hitherto been unthinkable to 
middle-class and higher-class Englishmen be- 
low the aristocracy, who are a special case, 
that they should ever give up England in 
disgust and despair. That the proposition 
is still repugnant I have no doubt. But just 
the same, many Englishmen are disgusted 
and desperate. | 

What is a patriot patriotic to? To a flag? 
To earth exactly like earth elsewhere? Rocks 
and rills and templed hills similar to others 
in some country far away? To neighbors — 
and streets and familiar scenes? To a gov- 
ernment, perhaps? ' 


If I were an Englishman today | should hate 
the government of my country and try to go 
somewhere else and take citizenship. You may 
say that it is not the government, but the 
party temporarily in control of that government 
‘ which I should hate. That is hair-splitting. Yet 
I hate the party and many of the persons who 
control and operate our government, but my 
loyalty to something is still ardent. Loyalty to 
what? Truman? Not gratuitously, just to ex- 
ercise my freedom of expression, I have no use 
for the guy. I thing he is-terrible. I think he 
is worse than he need be-beeause he is tossing 
our constitutional rights to the wolves or the 
winds just to indulge his own vanity, selfish- 
ness and plain orneriness. Socialized medicine 
—just because the English have it. Collecting 
taxes by checkoff, an idea out of the book of 
John L. Lewis. Collecting as taxes money from 
millions of us who admittedly don’t owe any 
taxes. He can’t help being ignorant. But he 
doesn’t have to be dishonest and mean. Don’t get 
me going, though. But I think my country is 
too fine to he completely messed up, like England, 
during my time. But a couple more such ad- 
ministrations under, say, Bill Douglas, of the 
Supreme Court, or Chester Bowles, of Connecti- 
cut, and I might be in the frame of mind of an 


Englishman whom I know. Such people can 
drive you to exile. Millions and millions have 
run away from beloved homelands to escape 
bad government. 

He is a very decent, respectable, dutiful, 
middle-class Englishman. Correct education. 
Traditions. Did his bit in the first war. He is 
successful and by rights should be prosperous. 
He has earned a lot of money. But I gather 
one way and another that he is just about broke 
and that he has been badly scuffed up in a scrape 
with one of those utterly dishonest and, to a 
law-abiding Englishman, contemptible dingbats 
in their incomve tax which compel a man to sell 
out his investments to evade losses. That is no 
way to encoureve canital to venture into busi- 
ness. 


His government, which he hates so frank- 
ly, takes this method of driving investors 
out of private enterprise. Then it comes 
pan handling my Government, which I hate, 
for my taxes representing months of hard 
work and my Government gives it to those 
thieving crumbs contrary to our own Con- 
stitution. Absolutely contrary. Our Consti- 
tution gives my Government no authority to 
give my money to other nations in which I 
have no vote. Read what it says. It says 
Congress may collect taxes to provide for the 

_common defense and general welfare of my 
country, not of England, France or Italy. 
If England is our defender and my money 
is her pay. in advance, for fighting Russia, 
I just say Truman is nuts, that is all. She 
is further toward Communism than we are 
and, you know, loan oft loses both itself and 
friend. They will hate our tripes and won’t 
fight a lick if they understand that it is our 
war. They certainly have a right so to under- 
stand from the terms of the gifts of my tax 
money because the “common defense” propo- 
sition is the only possible justification. 


My English friend married an American girl 
who had some money of her own. She had been 
a worker for years and an intelligent investor. 
This was her money, but guess what that thiev- 
ing government, which my friend hates so fierce- 
ly, tried to pull on her. The tax guy said that 
because she was the wife of an Englishman, 
she would have to surrender her fortune in Ameri- 
can securities to the English Treasury, or Ex- 
chequer, and accept in return their punk bonds 
at 100 which are selling down around 90 and 
paying only three percent as against an average 
of around five percent on her American stuff. 
She told them to go to hell, but can you imagine? 
Do you blame this Englishman for hating the 
government of his country?

“To meet the needs of the indus- 
trial South, there is a growing de 
mand for skilled technicians who 


ianding less physical and more sfand midway between high school 


diplomas and college degrees... 
The technicians should have a 
knowledge of mathematics, 
physics, English, mech@nical draw- 
ing and electricity, and understand 
the operation of machines and 
gadgets required in modern in- 
dustry.” 

Georgia’s need for such tech- 
nicilans was pointed up recently 
when the Technical Institute grad- 


uated its first class of 55 special- 
‘ists—and was deluged with more 
than 200 demands for their serv- 
‘ices by industries in the State. 


John D. Sewell, Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Institute, said many out- 
of-State industries tried to hire the 
Institute’s graduates. 


“We~-could have placed all our 
graduates in Illinois and Missouri,” 
he pointed out, “but the Associated 
Industries of Georgia are urging 
technicians to remain in Georgia.” 

The Technical Institute was es- 
tablished in March last year as a 
permanent, two-year college under 
the supervision and control of the 
Georgia Institute of Technology 
through its Engineering Extension 
Division. It is governed by the 
Board of Regents. 


A capacity enrollment of 430 


‘students is expected at the Fall 


quarter, which opens Sept. 27. 
Thirty-two men, all college gradu- 
ates with industrial 
comprise the faculty. 


To help meet Georgia’s needs, 
courses are offered in building con- 
struction technology, civil tech- 
nology, electrical technology, elec- 
tronic and radio technology, heat- 
ing and air-conditioning technolo- 
gy, industrial technology and me- 


chanical technology. 


“These courses,” said Sewell, 
“prepare the individual to go di- 
rectly into industry.” 

Students in building construc- 
tion technology study the design 
and construction of homes, facto- 
ries, banks, schools, stores, hospi- 
tals and other projects. After com- 
pleting the course, they are pre- 
pared to serve as draftsmen or 
building foremen. Or they may | 


work in architectural and engi-

On Parole 


A man who was sentenced to die 
in the electric chair and who in 
1935 had 41 years of prison terms 
hanging over him is among the 
list of prisoners released on parole 


by the State Parole Board. 
He is Robert Riley, who was

Other leaders believed that 
chances had been improved for 
breaking the apparent Democratic 
hold on the farm vote. 

As the conference ended, they 
said the most important develop- 
ment of the parley may be the 
crystallization of a “positive” GOP 
farm program, rather than mere 
opposition to the Democratic Bran- 
nan plan, 

Chairman Axel Beck, national 
committeeman from South Dakota, 
said he hoped to see the GOP act 
soon to take farm legislation “out 
of the field-of politics,” and would 
work toward that end. 

Sen. Karl Mundt, Republican, 
South Dakota, also promised the 
conference that ideas presented 
here would be distilled into a posi- 
tive GOP program. 

The GOP had frankly wanted to 
find out the secret of winning the 
farm vote when they opened their 
two-day conference Friday. 

Some delegates were openly dis- 
gruntled at President Truman's 
announcement of the atomic bomb 
explosion in Russia, which they 
felt was timed especially to take 
the GOP out of the headlines. 


They had asked plain farmers 
and officials of farm organizations 
to tell them what kind of legisla- 
tion they wanted, and they found 
out, 

The array of formulas for cur- 
ing farm ills ranged from the “no 
help at all” of some sturdy dirt 
farmers to the big National Farm- 
ers Union’s open endorsement of 
the rival Brannan plan. 

GOP chieftains, however, be- 
lieved that the majority opinion 
showed a preference for continued 
price supports, a dislike for the di- 
rect subsidies of the Brannan plan, 
a demand for “permanent” legisla- 


tion rather than stop-gap measures, 
and a desire for as little govern- 


,ment control as possible.

Will Be Law—Anderson 


WASHINGTON — (UP) — Sen. 
Clinton P. Anderson, Democrat 
New Mexico. predicted yesterday 
that the Senate’s new compromise 
farm program calling for flexible 
price supports ranging from 75. to 
90 percent of parity will be writ- 
ten into law.

Anderson said this would leave 
President Truman with the alter- 
native of signing the bill into law 
or permitting the Republican-spon- 
sored Aiken law to go into opera- 
tion next January. 

“T have nofea r that we'll run 
into a Presidential veto,” he added. 

Democratic Leader Seott W. 
Lucas hopes the Senate can start 
hammering out a new farm bill 
by the middle of this week. An- 
derson’s compromise is expected 
to pass easily although there may 
be some effort to provide for a 
“trial run” on the Brannan plan.

Due to high meat prices, 
some French farmers preferred to 
feed grain to livestock than to sell 
it at official prices. 

France now hopes to halt all im- 
ports. and perhaps to export 
wheat. 

Italy raised 6,860,000 tons of 
wheat this year, a gain of 12 per- 
cent.
